Ill, Now although the Matters Afordſaid 
may be (aid to he only circumſtantial, Yet 
they produce undeniable Arguments againſt 
your Evidence, (viz.)-They ſay, that if-4 Man, 
vr any other Creature be Strangled, or Hanged, 
and ba Body cold, 'and the Blood jettled. tn the 
Veins, (as he muſt needs be if Your Evidence 
be true,) r#n 20 Swords thgongh ſuch a Boay, 
- not one drop of Blood will come dw: : Bur on the 
contrary, his Body when found, was full of 
Blood . infomuch, that $—_ above the 
Cakes or great Goblets of congeal'd purrify'd 
Blood found afrerwerds in his C/oaths.) the 
Con/table when he pull's the Sword our of his 
Body, it crafh'd againſt his Back-bone, and 
Gobbers of Blood and Water guſh'd or gub. 
bled our of rthar: Wound in abundance, not 
only in that very place where the Sword was 
pull'd out, bur in all his paſſage to the Whire- 
Howe, eſpecially there where his Body was 
lifred over two high Sngs; and alſo when 
he was laid upon the Table, the Blood and 
Water ſo iſſi'd out of that Wound , that ir 
ran from off the Table upon rhe Floor, and 
from thence into the r; So that they do 
averr; that That Wound that he receiv'd by 
thar Sword muſt of neceihry be the cauſe of 
his Death.

be'by- his being ſs long in the Air.
